BUREAU. OF ‘REHABILITATION 
MEETS FEDERAL QUOTA 

“The State of Maine, through 
the Bureau of Rehabilitation has 
exceeded the federal quota of suc- 
cessfully rehabilitated, severely 
disabled clients”, according to. C. 
Owen Pollard, bureau director, 

A 1973 federal act stated that 
rehabilitation units throughout the 
country must give'priority to serve 
the severely disabled. The federal 
government describes “severely 
disabled” as people who have mul- 
tiple disabilities that require ex- 
ittended services over a long period 
of time. , i 

Maine was given until 1980 to 
reach the goal of having half of 
successfully rehabilitated clients 
from the severely disabled group, 
In the fiscal year 1976-77, 1,007 
clients were successfully rehabili- 
tated, Five hundred thirty-eight— 
or 53% of these clients were se- 
verely disabled. During the same 
year a total of 8,242 people receiv- 
ed help from the bureau. Of this 


number 3,764 were severely dis-; 
abled. - i, ie 


Services to prepare clients for 
employment include medical exam- 
inations, evaluation of the disa- 
bility, a plan for rehabilitation, 
medical aids, such as braces or ar- 
tificial limbs, education, or on-the- 
job-training and others.

Certifying refers to reporting 
acreage on a field-by-field basis,

‘to farmers who wish to participate 
in the voluntary farm programs, 
He said all these reports must be 
received in the county ASCS’ Of- 
fice within the next few weeks to 
allow time for the Normal Crop 
Acreage to be established for each 
farm by the county committee. 

So far, approximately 45 farmers 
in Oxford County have certified. 

The programs that may become 
available to eligible producers in- 
elude the 1978 loan, deficiency 
and disaster programs administer- 
ed by ASCS.

LURC STUDYING POLLUTANTS 
ORIGINATING FROM. - 
FOREST HARVESTING 

The first state-wide effort to 
evaluate the imbact of silt and 
other pollutants originating from 
forest harvesting operations on 
water quality is being undertak- 
en by Maine’s Land Use Regula- 
tion. Commission (LURC).’ The 
stuéy .s being undertaken as a 
part of a 208 water quality pro- 
gram being conducted by LURC 
for the Department of Environ.

“one consistent, statistically valid 
study will result”.

Tames Connors, Director of the 
project, says 556 randomly selec.

Connors says that although num: 
erous erosion and sedimentation 
problems have been documented 
in Maine over the years, “the ex: 
tent of such erosion and its af 
fect on water quality is incom- 
pletely understood”. He says an 
analysis of the data collected dur- 
ing the current study should help 
provide some of the needed in- 
formation. 

LURC is a unit of the Maine 
Department of Conservation and 
functions as a planning agency 
for the unorganizéd areas of the 
State. Its responsibilities include 
efforts to ‘maintain and enhance 
water quality classfications and 
adopt a policy of non-degradation 
to ensure high-quality water sup- 
plies for the people of the State’,
